Thigs eystem offers many features available to 
area hams. Same of the features include: Touch~Tone Pad Test, Open Auto 
Patch, Emergency Auto-Dialer, Messages and Bulletin Board. 


AUTO-PATCH 
1, MONITOR THE FREQUENCY to make sure the repeater is not in use. 
@e Announce your call "WB=-- to access auta~patch", 


3. Use "*" and dial number without letting off on PTT. . 

4. The controller will announce the number dialed, If the number is 
correct, allow the repeater to continue. If ‘the number is not correct, 
the "#" sign will cancel patch, then redial. 

%» When the call is complete, use "#" sign to drop patch and announce 
your call and third party. 

6. The repeater will give the time and date of patch. 

7. Business calls are forbidden by the FCC and CARC,. 

8. If you da not get your party, you can redial by pushing "Xx" for 
about 10 minutes. This is praviding no ather phone patches have been 
made.

ENTRY. MAIL I8 AUTOMATICALLY ERASED AFTER TWO DAYS, TO AVOID OLD MATL 
CLUTTERING UF THE MAILBOX, .
